The Accident Which Betel this Noted 


Roadster Stallion on Sunday. 


from StmOatft Dotty, ;'. 


"Geo. M. Patchen, jr.," the noted road- 


ster stallion 12 years old, sired by Joe 
Hooker, he by Andrew Jackson, met with 
a serious accident at D. W. Brenneman & 
Bro.'s stock stables on Franklin street, 
Sunday afternoon between two and three 
o'clock, by which his left fore leg was 
broken above the knee. 'How the mis- 
hap occurred ia a mystery, and the cause 
is only a matter of conjecture. The stal- 
lion which is a handsome animal, with 
flowing mane and tail and weighiug 1060 
pounds, was in a box stall, and was closely 
tied as usual. The hostler gave him wa- 
ter about 20 minutes before he was dis- 
covered with his leg broken, and it is 
supposed that "George" was feeling good 
and frisky, and reared throwing his fore 
feet against slanting poles above his head 
used to hold in place the hay thrown 
down from the loft. The theory is that 
the stallion caught one of his feet in the 
hay rigging and in jerking it away the 
leg was broken. 


"George" is D. W. Brenneman's favor 


itc driving horse. He has made a mile in 
less than 2:40 time and again, and as high 
as 81,000 has been offered for him, but 
Mr. B. refuse3, and stated to-day that 
810,000 or $20,000 couldn't have induced 
him to sell, not that "George" was worth 
that sum, but because he was so attached 
to him that he would as soon part with 
all his other stallions. Believing that the 
limb could be made to knit together with 
proper care, Mr. Brenneman at once se- 
cured the services of Dr. W. J. Cheno- 
weth and Dr. Bivins, the latter a veteri- 
nary surgeon, and these professional gen- 
tlemen after much trouble succeeded in 
resetting the broken limb. It is now en- 
cased in splints and plaster of paris, and 
securely bandaged. The stallion is swung 
on a patent rigging brought from Bloom- 
ington, and will be attended day and 
night for at least five weeks, by two men, 
who will keep the flies off him and give 
him food and water. The animal was in 
great agony last night, but to-day he 
seems to be in a comfortable condition, 
though it will be wearing on him to re- 
main standing on three legs for five 
weeks. Mr, Brennemau is hopeful of 
success in his humane undertaking. He 
will do everything possible for "George" 
rather than have him shot and thus put 
out of his mitery. 


From Tuesdays Dotty. 
Blew Off His Head. 


William Etherton, aged 37 years, hav- 


ing a wife and five children living,—five 
children having died,—committed suicide 
yesterday afternoon at hia cabin home in 
the timber, six miles southwest of Deea- 
tur, in the edge of Blue Mound township. 
Albert Ward rode to the city on a jaded 
horse and at 6 o'clock last evening notifi- 
ed Coroner Bendure of the occurrence. 
The coroner, accompanied by W. C. Bui- 
lard, John Plotner and another man, at 
once started for the suicide's home in a 
spring wagon, which they reached after 
much trouble at about nine o'clock last 
night. A jury, of which Noah Jacobs 
was foreman, was formed and an investi- 
gation had. It was learned that about 
two years ago Etherton received a sun- 
stroke, and that since that misfortune he 
has acted strangely at times. It was also 
learned that last Saturday he had made 
preparations to take his life by hanging, 
but he was prevented from carrying his 
intentions into execution. On Monday it 
was supposed he was in his right mind, 
and the family started to visit a neighbor, 
Mr. Etherton going along. After they 
had .gone .(some* distance, Mr. Etherton 
said he had forgotten something, and re- 
turned to the cabin, telling his wife and 
children to go on slowly and he would 
overtake them. A few minutes afterward 
a loud report of a gun waa heard, but no 
alarm was felt, as the people in that vicin- 
ity are almost constantly shooting. After 
awhile Mrs. Etherton became uneasy 
because of the non-appearance of her hus- 
band, aod she returned home, when she 
found the father of her children lying 
near the cabin, with nearly the whole of 
his head blown off. The deed had been 
done with an old army musket, which 
had been loaded with bullets and shot. 
The suicide had taken off his right boot 
and placing the muzzle under his chm 
he puUed the trigger with his toe, and in 
a moment he was in eternity. The ver- 
dict was that Etherton had committed 
suicide, and it is the supposition that the 
act was committed while he was tempora- 
rily insane. 


"J." furnishes us the following biogra- 


phical sketch of William Etherton, who 
committed suicide Sunday afternoon, six 
miles southwest of Decatur, by blowing 
off hia bead with an army musket: "Wm, 
M. Etherton was born in Logan county, 
HI., Nov. 7tb, 1840; died June 25tb, 1883, 
aged 42 years 7 months and 18 days. He 
was married to Emeline Eliott, August 14, 
1862. He leaves a wife, Emeline Ether- 
son, and three children—two boys, John 
John C. and Lewis H. Etherton, and one 
daughter, Ids B. Etherton. He leaves a 
mother, Eliza Walker, 84 years of age; a 
brother, Chas. Etherton, and three sisters 
to mourn his loss. Mr. Etherton was a 
member of the Salem Baptist church. 
His remains were taken to Salem Ceme- 


tery."

Of Interest to Chronic Bums. 


A bill providing for increased punish- 


ment for repeated drunkenness last week 
passed the State Senate, whereby the sec- 
tion of the law in regard to criminal juris- 
prudence is made to read as follows : 


Any intoxicated person found in any 


street, highway er public place, or so 
found disturbing the peace of the public 
or of his own or any other family, in any 
private building or place, shall, upon the 
first conviction, be fined 85 and costs, 
and uponithe second conviction. $25 and 
costs, and in each case it shall be a part 
of the judgment of the Court that the de- 
fendant stand committed to the county 
jail until the fine and costs are fully paid, 
or until he is otherwise discharged ao- 
cordmg to law ; and upon a third or any 
subsequent 
conviction, the defendant 


shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be punished by confinement in 
the county jail for a term of not less than 
six months, in the discretion of the_court, 
and shall pay costs of the iJiosecntion.

Then with the 
horse, mule or jack, as the case may 
be, in carts, with the man riding on 
the animal, and Aunt Dinah or 
Chloe sitting on a board or box. 
Some come with two horses or a yoke 
of 
cattle. 
You will see around 


town on dry goods boxes or impro- 
vised tables, baskets, boxes or buck- 
ets, looking as though a number had 
a notion to lunch or picnic together; 
but about noon you will notice that 
those who wish are being helped to 
lunch by the persons occupying the 
stand, and on closer inspection you 
find it to be a sort of street restau- 
rant. 
What they sell I have "never 


yet found out, except I saw water- 
melons cut up and sold, for what 
darkey won't eat watermelon. The 
crowd will stay in town till near 
night, and some of them till after 
dark. The most part of them are 
civil, except a few who can get whis- 
ky; they will get noisy in the sa- 
loons; but I do not think any more 
so than the same number of laboring 
men of any class who take a holiday, 
for Saturday is the negro's holiday. 
Sometimes the streets will be crowd- 
ed considerably during part of the' 
afternoon, and if they have any 
money the most part of it will be 
spent before they leave town. A 
good many of the colored people 
make considerable raising "truck" or 
cotton. The most trusty ones among 
them are the older ones, who were 
formerly slaves.

UNLESS the Hon. William M. 


Springer, of the Springfield district, 
ie making more headway for speaker 
elsewhere than he is in Georgia, we 
fear he will not succeed General 
Keifer as the presiding officer of the 
next house of representatives.

The Thirty-third General Assem- 


bly of Illinois has been the subject 
of a great deal of deserved criticism, 
but it accomplished a few things that 
ought to go far towards redeeming 
its memory from general condemna- 
tion, and among the few bright spots 


its record none will call for more 


widespread endorsement than the 
passage of the compulsory education 
bill, the fnll test of which we pub- 
lish in this issue. As this country 
grows older and more populous it 
becomes more and more apparent 
that the great safeguard to the per- 
petuity of our free institutions lies 
in the virtue and intelligence of the 
people. 
Ignorance and vice natu- 


rally go together, and where the bal- 
lot of the illiterate counts equally 
with that cast by the intelligent 
voter, it becomes a matter of the 
gravest import that there should be 
as few as possible of the class which 
votes viciously because it votes igno- 
rantly. It is the right of society, 
nay, its solemn duty, to protect it- 
self by all practical methods from 
the dangers which vice and igno 
ranee entail. It is not reasonable to 
expect that any legislation can make 
all the people of a state virtuous, 
sober, industrious and honest, but it 
is altogether practical for the state 
to decree that nobodj shall be vicious 
or depraved because of a lack of op- 
portunity to acquire the rudiments 
of an education founded upon prin- 
ciples calculated to develop virtue 
rather than vice. 
The state of Illi- 


nois has for many years provided 
these opportunities, and pajd the ex- 
pense thereof by a tax levied upon all 
the property of the state. At first 
this system of free public schools was 
opposed with much vigor by a con 
siderable number of the people, but 
it nas gradually come to be recog 
nized aa one of the most essential

It is altogether 
fitting and proper that we should do 
this.

dedicate, we cannot consecrate, we 
cannot hallow this ground. 
The 


brave men living and dead, who 
struggled here have consecrated it 
far above our own power to add or 
detract. 
The world will little note 


nor long remember what we say here, 
but it can never forget what they 
did here. It is for us, the living, 
rather to be dedicated here to the 
unfinished work that they have thus 
far so nobly carried on. It is rather 
for us to be here dedicated to the 
great task remaining before ns; that 
from these honored dead we take in- 
creased devotion to the cause for 
which they here gave the last full 
measure of devotion; that we here 
highly resolve that the dead shall not 
have died in vain; that the nation 
shall, under God, have a new birth 
of freedom, and that the government 
of the people by the people and for 
the people shall not perish from the 
earth."

'hat' every person having the con- 
rol and charge of any child or chil- 
ren, between the ages of 8 and 14 
ears, shall send such child or chil- 
ren to a public or private school 
or a 
period of 
not lees than 


welve weeks in each year, unless 
uch child or children are excused 
from attending school by the Board 


f Education or School Directors of 
tie city, town or school district in 
which such child or children reside, 


ueh excuse may be given by said 
Joard of Education or School Di- 
ectors for any good cause shown 
why said child or children shall not 
)e required to attend school in con- 
ormity with this act. 


SEC. 2. It shall be a good defense 


o any suit brought under this act, 
f the person under whose control 
uch child or children are can show 
hat the mental or bodily condition 
if such child or children is snch as 
o prevent its attendance at school 
>r application to study for the pe- 
iod required by this act, or that 
,uch child or children has been 
aught in a private school, or a't 
mine, fer the time specified in this 
act, in such branches as are ordina- 
ily taught in primary or other 
ichools, or has acquired the branches 
if learning ordinarily taught in pub- 
ic schools, or that no public school 
IBS been taught within two miles, by 
he nearest traveled road, of the res- 
dence of snch child or children, 
within the school district in which 
said child or children reside, for 
welve weeks during the year. 


SEC 3. If any person having the 


control and charge of any child or 
children shall fail or neglect to corn- 
sly with the provisions of this aet, 
said person shall pay a fine of not 
ess than five nor more than twenty 
dollars.

Board of Education, of the district

the 


Peace in this state for the enforcing 
of this act.

of School Directors and members oi 
Boards of Education, to prosecute 
offenses occurring under this act.

of such board of education, by any

occurred, before any Justice of th<

DEATH IN A COAL MINE. 


Andrew Blumburg the Victim—Verdict 


of the Jury. 


Front Saturday's Da&y. 


This forenoon at J. B. Bullard's under- 


;aking room Coroner Bendure conducted 
an inquest on the body of Andrew Blum- 
Durg, a miner in the employ of the Deca 
tnr Coal Company, who was accidentally 
iilled at midnight last night while at 
work in the mine, 600 feet underground 
and about 250 feet west of the bottom of 
the shaft. Four witnesses, Pat Giblon, 
R. B. Brantley, Patrick Doyle and Eugene 
Long, gave their testimony, which was to 
the effect that Blumburg had gone iuto a 
part of the mine that had been abandon 
ed and while he was there a great weigh! 
of slate fell upon him. It is estimated 
that the weight aggregated four tons 
The men became uneasy at the prolonged 
absence of their fellow-workmen, and they 
went to look for him. After a search he 
was found beneath the dislodged pile o! 
elate, dead. 


THE VERDICT. 


The jury returned the following verdict 
In the matter of the inquisition on the 


body of Andrew Blumburg, deceased, held 
at Decatur, 111., on the 23rd day of June, 
1883, we the undersigned jurors, sworn 
to inquire of the death of Andrew Blum- 
burg, on oath do find that he come to his 
death by the falling of a slate roof in the 
coal mine of the city of Decatur, on June 
22, between the hours of 11 and 12 o'clock 
p. m., after hearing the testimony of four 
witnesses, do find that the cause of his 
death was purely accidental.

ST. Louis, June 27.—Advice* from 


Clutter, Bsndolph county, say that 
St Mary's Leveo, about opposite 
that point, in» Missouri, broke Bun- 
day night and the St Mary's bot- 
tom, a large wheat raising region, is 
nearly all flooded. It ia said that 
20,000 scree of wheat are under wa- 
ter on this bottom. From Chester 
to Grand Tower, southwest, on tie 
Illinois side, a distance of 25 miles, 
with an average width of 10 miles, 
embracing an area of 250 mile?, 
nearly all is submerged and the crojfc 
destroyed, entailing great loss. To 
•die north of Chester, nearly all the 
way to St. Louis, the bottom is said 
to be inundated, except here and 
•there a high ridge which is out of 
inter. 


Information from all this region is 


of a general, rather than specific 
character, but it ie safe to say that, 
if all these bottoms are deluged BS 
stated, thousands of families are 
either linng in flooded houses or 
have fled to the bluffs for safety, and 
that the loss to crops and general 
farm property is almost incalculable. 


The American bottom 
extends 


from Alton to Cairo, something over 
200 miles, a large part of which is 
pretty thickly settled. All this great 
tract is subject to overflow in fresh- 
eta like the preaeut, and it can be 
readily imagined that the loss of 
property and the distress and misery 
brought npoti the inhabitants must 
be immense. 


The town of St. Mary's on the 


Missouri side of the river, is partly 
submerged and Kaskaskia, on the 
Illinois side, is to be abandoned, the 
people there having sent to Chester 
for a steamboat to carry them away. 
The levee three miles above Cape 
Qirardeau, JDjIo., about fifty miles 
above Cairo, and another at Price's 
Lending, 25 miles farther down the 
river, broke Monday night and let a 
large volume of water rush over the 
bottom. 
Other points on both sides 


of the river below here, particularly 
on the Illinois side, are in about the 
same condition as above described, 
and it may be said that pretty much 
all the bottom land bebween here and 
Cairo has more or less water on it. 


There is reason to believe tho river 


is falling slowly, and that a gradual 
suspension of the fl»od will now take 
place. -The situation at East Louis 
presenra no notable change. 
From 


Brooklyn and Venice northward to 
Newport, Nameoki and Mitchell, 
there is to be seen only a broad ex- 
panse of water and the scene is one 
of desolation and min. 
Three- 


fourths of Brooklyn and nearly all 
of Venice are under water. In East 
St. Louis all the lowland is inundat- 
ed to a depth varying from 10 to 20 
feet, and a hundred houses have the 
loweAoor flooded and many of them 
their second Etories. South of the 
city the entire bottom for an indefi- 
nite distance, including the villages 
of East Carondolet, Cahokia and 
other small hamlets are submerged. 
The story of destruction and loss 
cannot be I old for some time, and an 
npprosimaie estimate of the extent 
of^ the disaster can only be conject- 
ured.
